ho Makarov also ordered a further purge of the entire Voikepolizei by 1 November 
19^0 * He said that he was aware that many unreliable elements wore still in 
the ranks of tho Volkspolizei • Vizepraesident ^choenherr was particularly 
attacked by him* *

Petriebsschutzpolizei (industrial police) originated from this category A, 
there continued to function a Betriebsschutz 3 organization composed of civilians. 
So far,- no information has been received that these; civilian guards have also 
been subordinated to the Volkspolizei and provided with arms* Poll zeipraesident 
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Waldemar Schmidt and Visepraesident Alfred Schoehherr are known from press 
reports* However, according to the Berliner Zeitung , issue of 27 September 
195>0, VP Inspekteur Emil Rische was named Vizepraesident on 27 September 
1950* Press reports have given Major Makarov as Berlin SCC officer in 
charge of police matters* 
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
